New Forward Pass Rule 
Is Fully Explained

For ihe convenience of amateur 
hockey fans and also'to keep them 
fully informed on the new forward 
pass rule No. 14 which fully explains 
the new play: 


14—(a) The puck may be _ pased 
forward by any player to a player of 
the same side in his own defending 
. zone and in ‘the centre or neutral 
zone but may. not be passed forward 
from a player in one zone to a play- 
er of the same side in another zone. 

(b) Nevertheless, a puck ~ passe 

forward from the defending .zone 


into the neutral zone may be taken | 
by a.player of the same team as the | 


player. making the pass, iproviding 
that the. player so taking the pass 
was himself in the same defending 


zone as the player making thepass. | 


(c) If the puck when passed for- 
ward from the defending zone into 
the neutral zone is taken by a play- 
er of the same side who: was not in 
the defending zone when the ‘ipass 


was made play shall be stopped andj} 


the puck “faced” at the spot from 
which the pass was made. 


(d) In the centre or neutral zone! 


there will be no offside and the 
puck carrier may be the first over 
the ‘second blue line into the third 


or attacking zone or he may shoot 


the::puck: over the. second blue line. | 


(e) If the puck ‘carrier shoots be- 
fore reaching’ the second blue line 
any attacking player in the neutral 
zone may. enter the attacking zone 
and play the puck.

of the Board. In the last. analy- 
sis, therefore, the. Company will 
be completely divested of control 
of its: property in favour of an 
outside authority. I cannot too 
strongly urge upon you the seri- 
ous nature of this feature of the 
Bill, as well. from the standpoint 
of public policy as of the rights 
and.interests of the shareholders 
of the Canadian Pacific. 

“To control of its undertaking 
as provided by, the existing statu- 
tory law, the Company takes no 
exception, Regulations: through 
the Board of Railway Commission- 
ers andthe control of rates, faci- 
lities and: services in the interest 
of the public is a proper subject 
of legislation, but Part IIT. of the 
proposed Bill is a very different 
matter, 

“Tf it be the view of Parliament 
that co-operation shall be con- 
trolled and directed by another 
and independent tribunal, whose 
decisions shall be final and bind- 
ing on the Canadian Pacific, then 
I would suggest, for your consid- 
eration, that the Government of 
Canada and the Canadian Pacific 
whould enter into an agreement 
for a period of years by which the 
Company ‘would agree to this 
form of administration upon re- 
ceiving protection to the holders 
of its securities and shares; that 
consideration being given because 
of the relinquishment of the con- 
trol of their own property during 
the term of such agreement.” 

In leading up to His statement, 
of the,Company’s position, Mr. 
Beatty, pointed to the great part 
the Company has played in the 
up-building of Canada and argued 
that the proposed Arbitral Board 
was in fact an invasion of the 
Companys’ charter rights,—rights 
granted it in return for construct- 
ing the road and thus making 
Confederation an established fact. 

“During the: fifty years of its 
existence the Company’s under- 
taking has expanded with, the 
growth of the country,” he said, 
“until its property investment now 
represents more than $1,100,000,- 
000, held by not less than 180,000

Bank’s Warning on 
Currency Inflation 


BANK OF MONTREAL MEETING 


The annual meeting of the share- 
holders of the Bank of Montreal, 
held at the Bank’s Headquarters, 
was largely attended. The report 
and statement of account, particu- 
lars of which have already been 
published, were unanimously adopt- 
ed, and the retiring directors were 
unanimously re-elected. 


Sir Charles. Gordon, the president, 
said that during the year they had 
been confronted with declining 
trade, dislocated foreign exchange, 
lessened demand for banking ac- 
commodation and low rates of in- 
terest in the world’s monetary cen- 
tres; yet the Bank had managed to 
earn fair profits, to preserve a 
strong liquid position and to meet 
the legitimate requirements of their 
customers, 


W. A. Bog, joint general manager 
with Jackson Dodds, said in part: 


“Your Bank has come through 
this period with undiminished pres- 
tige, for it can be claimed without 
exaggeration that events have only 
served to emphasize the important 
and outstanding position which it 
occupies in the business ‘affairs of 
this country.” : 

Both the President and the Gen- 
eral. Manager. came’. out strongly 
against any inflation of currency in 
Canada, as had been advocated in 
some quarters in connection with a 
suggested establishment of a -na- 
tional, central bank. Sir Charles 
Gordon said that for 18 years, un- 
der the provisions of the Finance 
Act, Canada had had .all the ad- 
vantages which might come-from a‘ 
central bank, the legislation having 
admirably performed its purpose in 
this respect. © Monopoly of note is- 
sues by the Government, he declar- 
ed, would not increase by a single 
dollar the amount of currency in 
the hands of the public, unless the 
notes were made irredeemable and 
recklessly emitted From the time 
of the French Revolution in the

Japan Would Abolish | 


All Aircraft Carriers’ 


Would Also Reduce Capital Ships To 
25,000 Tons 

Japan's naval disarmament plan, | 
soon to be submitted to the disarma- | 
ment conference, proposes abolition of | | 
aircraft carriers, reduction of capital 
| ships to 24,000 tons and of their gun | 
calibre to 14 inches, and retention of | 
submarines. 

Vice-Admiral_ Osami Sarak’ dis- | 
closed these provisions. He added that 
reduction in the size of cruisers and | 
destroyers also is advocated but he | 
would give no details. Japan also will / 
propose prohibition of decks and plat- | 
forms on capital ships from which | 
aircraft might take off. 


Attempt to raise the British sub- 
marine M-2, which sank off Portland 
race, Januafy, 1932, with the loss of 
56 lives, finally was abandoned by the 
admiralty after months of vain toil. 

Salvage ships succeeded in getting 
the stern to the surface, but officials 
in charge decided they would not be 
able to bring up the bow. The M-2 will 
sink back to the bottom of the chan- 
nel to make her grave in the mud and 
sand there.
